The City Hall detectives were also out for 
Coughlin last night. Skakel is spending 
money, like water to win. In the meantime 


Mr. Pearce is working hard and his prospects 


are bright. He made a personal canvass 


among the hotels yesterday and got many 


promises of support. 
Mr. Ballard has fought a splendid fight in 
the Second and deserves success. [If there is 


an early tarnout of the respectable voters of

Trouble is feared in the Sixth Ward today. 
Some of the Republican leaders have called 
upen Supt.

STRIKERS RESORT TO DYNAMITE AT

A midnight special from Uniontown says 
the officials of the miners’ union have re- 
ceived advices to warrant them in the state- 
ment that from 15,000 to 17,000 men will 
be out by tomorrow morning.

At the Oliver Coke and Furnace company’s 
plant the strikers have been raiding and pre- 
venting those from working who so desire. 
The English-speaking workmen want to work, 
but the Slavs and Hungarians will not permit 
them. At this plant there are 1,500 tons of 
coke burring up. When the management of 
the plant called on Sheriff Wilhelm to pro- 
tect the men who/want to work they were 
told that deputies would be furnished if the 
company-would put up the money to insure 
their payment. No arrangement has yet 
been made. The men had promised to draw 
the coke at this plant before striking. 

Destruction by Dynamite,

They were badly mangled, 
The acéident caused the wildest Kind of ex- 


citement among the workmen. The big | 


building shook as if by an earthquake ‘and | 
the crashing timbers and snapping of iron 
braces were plainly heard a square away. 
Charles Durphy, thé general manager of the 
Dock company, cailed the roll of employés 
as soon as the excitement had subsided and 
found that everybody responded but Kelier, 
Thompson, and a laborer named John Linn. 
Linn was soon found, buried undera pile of 
grain and pinned down by 4 plank which had 
fallen across his legs. He was not. injured. 
The remains of Keller and Thompson were 
not found till 6 o’cluck, They were wedged 


under a pile of timbers and twisted pieces of | 


iron. The bodies were crushed almost flat 
and the legs and arms of each were fractured 

Mr. Durphy said: “Iam utterly ata loss 
to account for the accident. The elevator 
structure was built especially to avoid acci- 
dents, and we had frequent inspections of the 
place. It is not easy to estimate the damage 
- at this time, but I do not believe the losa will be 
more than $30,000, and ete: will not 
exceed $20,000.”

UNE” INTO THE NORTRWEST. _ 


Chicago and Northwestern Road Inauga- | 
rates a New Service=Train Leaves Chi- 
cago Breaks All Records and Makes a | 


Phenomenal Run to Ames, Ia. = Iater- 


mediate Points Reached Hours Earlier | 
than Under the Old Schedule—Citizens 


Enthusiastic Over the Rapid Ran. 


Dzs Mounzs, Ia., April 2.—[Special.}—The 
new Chicago and Northwestern fast mail 
train which left the Wells street depot in Chi- 
cago at 3 o’clock this morning made a phe- 
nomenal run to Ames, Ia., where it overtook 
‘the vestibule flyer for Council Bluffs and 
Omaha. As noted by an indicator in General 
Superintendent Sanborn’s private car, it 
maintained a speed of over fifty miles an 
hour, reaching all points along the line on 
schedule time and causing the biggest kind of 
a sensation everywhere. In hearty codpera- 
tion with the wishes of the United States rail- 
way and mail service and the morning news- 
papers of Chicago, the Northwestern company 
is making great strides these days in estab. 
lishing an improved mail and express service 
throughout all parts of Illinois, Iowa, Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, Nebraska, and South Da- 
kota penetrated by its lines. 

The new train put on the main Chicago and 
Council Bluffe division and making its first 
trip today is far-reaching in its effects, and 
practicaliy brings the people living in two- 
thirds of the State of lowa and the south half 
of Mianesota, together with Southeastern 
Dakota and Northeastern Nebraska, in closer 
touch with Chicago by from twelve to fifteen 
hours than they ba ve ever been before. That 
these people appreciate this fact was demon- 
strated by them. At all the towns and villages 
great crowds were gathered about the depot 
to see the train go py. They got their New 
York an¢ Boston mail, which reaches Chicago 
at 1 a. m., five and six hours sooner than 
they have in the past. Their neighbors far- 
ther north were to be treated to the same ad- 
vanced condition of things. 

Experiment Is a Success. 

It was an experiment that has already 
proved an unqualified success. It was mainly 
through the efforts of Lewis L. Troy, District 
Superintendent of the railway’ mail service 
that the Northwestern company was indu 
to put the train into operation at this time, 
When tne decision was finally given to go 
ahead time tables were so arranged that, by 
leaving Chicago at 3 a, m. with three cars 
postal, express, and baggage—the new train 
could overtake the through passenger, which 
leaves Chicago at 10:40 p. m., at Ames, Ia., 
where the Des Moines branch switches off, 
and from there proceed to the Missouri River 
us a part of the passenger train. Under this 
arrangement provisions could be and were 
made for close connections with early morn- 
ing trains at Dixon, III., Clinton, Witt, 
Cedar Rapids, Belle Plaine, Tama, Marshall 
town, and other placés in Iowa, with the Illi. 
nois Central, Chicago, Burlington and North- 
ern, Rock Island, and numerous branches of 
the Northwestern system for every important 
point north and south of the main line be- 
tween the Burlington road on the south and 
St. Paul on the north, thus enabling readers 
of Tun Trarsunz throughout that sweep of 
country to receive their paper the same day 
it is printed as wéll.as all their other mail and 
express matter the’same day it dea ves Chicago. 

Amid considerable excitement and some 

nervous speculation on the part of railroad 
and mail service officials the inaugural trip 
was begun promptly at 3 o’clock this morn- 
ing: Foran hour previous there had: been 
lively hustling at the depot, loading tons of 


newspapers, letter packages, and express bun- - 


Mr. Troy was there su- 
perintending the job with George W. Young, 
chief clerk of the department, assisting him, 
while Division Superintendent J. C. Stuart 
looked after the make-up of the train.

FALSE PRETENSES OF ECONOMY, 


Democratic Sham and Trickery Touching 
the Consular Appropriation Bill,

and that there will be no further bloodshed. 
More citizen volunteer troops came in here 
last night, and they are now quartered at the 
State prison waiting the orders of the Gov- 
ernor. Col. Mixon is in command of the 
State arsenal here and he has several hun- 
dred men, all armed, The guards have been 
withdrawn from the Executive Mansion and 
Gov. Tillman is taking things quietly, He 
said about 11 o’clock that he considered the 
worst of the trouble over. 

The first event of stirring interest in the 
capital this morning was tife action of the 
Newberry company, which had charge of the 
telegraph offices and did guard duty at the 
depots, Capitol, and elsewhere, in throwing 
up its ‘arms and disbanding, just as many 
other companies in the State have done. 
This was the first company in the State to 
come to the capital in response to the Gov- 
ernor’s call.

TILLMAN AND THE DISPENSARY LAW. 


Making and Working of the Statute Ex- 
plained by the Governor. 


In view of the present situation in South 


Carolina facts touching the liquor law now in 
force there, as given by Gov. Tillman, will 
not be without interest. The extracts are 
taken from an article under the Governor’s sig - 
nature inthe North American Review for 
February. Beginning with the history of the 
legisiation the Governor says: , 

The prohibition sentiment is very strong in 
South Carolina and has been growing tronger 
year by year. At the Democratic primaries in 
August, 1892, the question of * prohibition ” or 
no prohibition was voted on. Prohibition” 
received 38,890 votes, “no prohibition.” re- 


ceived 29.464 votes, while 20,008 voters did not 


feel enough interest to cast a ballot either way. 
When the eral Assembly met in November 
following, many members felt that they 
were instructed to vote fora prohibition law. and 
acommittee of leading Prohibitionists drafted 
a most stringent bill, em

They have 
found that out of 7,291 names about a thou- 
sand, or one-seventh, should be stricken off, 
and would have been stricken off but for the 
incapacity or worse of the new judges and 
clerks selected by the Election Board month 
before last. Was there ever a worse state of 
affairs than this in the palmy days of free and 
easy registration and patent affidavits? 

This allegation that there are a thousand 
names on the registry books which should not 
be there is backed up by facts. The commit- 
tee, composed of trustworthy, competent 
men, which did the investigating, reporte as 


follows: 

Precinct No. 20. Sixteen men recorded on 
Twenty-fifth street from numbers that do not ex- 
ist and from lots without buildings on them at 
the south end of a coal-yard. 

At Nos. 1920, 1926, and 1928 Archer avenue 
are unfinished buildings and vacant lots, from 
which seven names are registered. 

At the Tivoli Theater, Archer avenue, six votes

The clerks are directed. by the law to canvass 
their precincts. Had they done so no man 
could register from a vacant lot or an empty 
building. The present condition of the books 
gives evidence of shameless: neglect of duty 
on their part, for which they should be re- 
moved at once by the Election Board. What- 
ever else may be done, some of the citizens 
of the ward should go before the board, pre- 


sent evidence of the failure to canvass, as 


shown by these registrations from vacant 
lots, and demand the removal, of the worth- 
less officers. ! 

It appears that a number of the names on 
the books are those of persons once residents 
of the ward and voters, but who have died. 
The law provides that— 


of the vital statistics to fürnish the Board of 
Election Commissioners monthly a report of the 
names and the previous residences of all male 
persons over 21 who have died during the pre- 
ceding month. It shall be the duty of the Board 
of Election Commissioners to have the same 
printed by wards in cities and to furnish a print- 
ed list of the names of such persons whose resi- 
dences were formerly | id such wards to all the 
judges of élection of such wards for their guid- 
ance. 


Has this law been obeyed? If so, why did 
r.ot the election judges strike off the names of 
the dead men? If the Commissioners have 
failed to obey the law and thus made it the 
duty of the County Judge to remove them 
the election judges and clerks are not freed 
from blame. | The latter would have found 
out these deaths had they canvassed their 
precincts as the law directs. They seem to 
have failed utterly to do 80. 

How does it happen that there are so many 
fraudulent names on the lists when only 
town officers and an Alderman are to be 
voted for? Simply because the men who do 
not hesitate to commit glection frauds havea 
personal interest in the success of a tough 
candidate for Assessot ot for Alderman. They 
ate more willing to stuff registry lists and bal - 
lot boxes to elect them than to aid in the elec. 
tion of a President or a Governor of their 
party. It is of more personal importance to 
the little ward and precinct bosses of the De.

A QUESTION OF SINCERITY. 

In his speech before the Grand Army of the 
Republic at Philadelphia Ed ward J. McDer- 
mott of Kentucky made an address which 
fairly illustrates the recent statement of 
Henry Watterson that Southerners when they 
talk are too florid and gushing. Mr. Meer- 
mott set forth the Kentuckian sentiment in 
the following fashion: 

Our people areeager to entertain you. You 
came to us once with stern: looks and bristling 
bayonets. We come to you now with open 
arms and ask the privilege of showing you the 
hospitality and esteem due to men that freed us 
from the incubus of slavery and made disunion. 
forever impossible and abhorred. We are now 
proud of your victories and are glad to see your 
brows bedecked with laurel. War's alarms have 
happily changed into canticles of praise. Though 
we think noevil of our Southern heroes and 
glory in the sacrifices they made for the cause 


> they cherished, we are all glad that you won and 


that there is nothing like ‘slavery to divide us 
longer. It necessarily divided us sharply into 
sections and embittered party struggles. 

Later on in his speech the orator took an- 
other flight as follows: 

Asan American I glory in the imperishable 


fame of Grant, Sherman, and Sheridan and the 


splendid soldiers whom they led to victories 
which have made us all free in a united and 
prosperous country. But of all the great men of 
that day none can havea tenderer place in the 
hearts of true Americans than the martyred 
President, the pure, gentle, strong, unselfish 
champion of the Union and the slave, Abraham 
Lincoin. . With no repining now over the 
conquered banner—with unqualified devotion to 
the flag which you held. aloft amid smoke and 
flame until the ent of that terrible war and which 
we are glad to see waving proudly still over our 
whol’ country. the young men of Louisville bid 
you a cordial welcome to our homes. You have 
our hearts already. 

This is pretty, but is it sincere? Are the 
Greeks honest in bringing their gifts? Are 
the Kentucky ex-Confederates really glad that 
they were beaten by the Union soldiers, that 
slavery was abolished, and that they were 
forced back into the Union? 

If McDermott’s speech were sincere and 
honest and really reflected Kentucky Confed- 
erate sentiment, why is it that the over- 
whelming majority of the people of that old 
Henry Clay Whig, high protection, and 
United States bank and sound money State 
act politically with the Jeff Davis-Calhoun, . 
anti-national, free trade, rotten wildcat bank, 
46-cent silver dollar, State sovereignty,. anti- 
national Democratic.party? How happens it 
that the Jeff Davis Calhounites elect two Sen- 
ators and ten Representatives to Congress and 
only one poor, lone Republican, and he from 
the eastern mountain counties that were loyal 
to the Union during the war?

go to the polls? If the Kentuckians really 
feel as their orator declares they do the great 
majority. of them would be enrolled in the 
Union Republican party and would be toyailly 
supporting the political principles of their 
great commoner, Henry’ Clay.

THE WILSON BILL IN THE SENATE. 

The discussion of the Democratic tariff-bill 
was begun in the Senate yesterday. It will 
last for months perhaps. The opening speech 
was made by Senator Voorhees. He was con- 
siderable of a protectionist at one time, but 
has experienced a change of heart and looks 
forward now to the coming of a free trade 
millennium. 

While commending the Wilson bill, and 
while claiming that if adopted the producer 
and the consumer would be benefited, he 
stated distinctly that the bill was not a free 
trade one, but merely a step in the direction 
of the total obliteration of protection. Mr. 
Voorhees says that the policy of the last thir- 
ty-three years cannot be annihilated by 
a single blow or totally wiped out by a 
single legislative enaetment.“ The pending 
bill, he says, is a long stride, though not a 
final one, towards ‘the approach ng day of a 
full and perfect deliverance.“ Senator Voor- 
hees is honest. He has spoken frankly the 
intentions of his party. The Democracy does 
not intend to stop with the Wilson bill if al- 
lowed to remain in power. Two yearsor four 
years hence, if it has control of the govern- 
ment at that time, it will take another and 
perhaps a final stride towards free trade. 


It is well that the people should know what 


they will have to expect if they retain the 

Democrats in power. The anticipatory re- 

sults of the long stride towards free trade 

which is being taken now are reduced wages, 

lessened employment, and shrunken incomes.

Democracy is notorious for its inconsistency 


on every point except that of holding office 


and appropriating the spoils whenever and 
wherever possible. It is especially incon- 
sistent on the money question. Thirty years 


| ago its shining lights complained bitterly be- 


cause United States currency was at a dis- 
count as measured in gold, but a little later 
had not a word to say when the Confederate 
currency dropped out of sight as worth noth- 
ing at all. 
ponents of Democracy as it was then consti- 
tuted denounced the Sherman act as a cow. 
ardly makeshift, fraught with possibilities of 
danger in the future, and demanded the 
maintenance of the parity of the two metals 
and the equal power of every dollar at all 
times in the markets andin the payment of 
debts.” They insisted on this policy as 
“especially necessary for the protection of 
the farmers and laboring classes, the first and 
most defenseless victims of unstable money 
and a fluctuating currency.’’ Now the Demo- 
crats are howling at President Cleveland be- 
cause he is carrying out the pledges of their 
latest national platform. They say his veto of 
the Bland bill will divide the party, and claim 
that the President will be found with the 
minority. In other words, they take the 
ground that the great majority of Democrats 
today favor the breaking down of the currency 
unit dnd the establishment of a silver mono- 
metallism in the United States, with all the 


‘other evils which their President believes 


would have been invited * the passage of the 
Bland bill. 

The Southern papers are discussing the 
probability of a’split in the party, and agree 
with Mr. Wise that if it occurs most of the 
Democrats in Congress will be compelled to 
break with Mr. Cleveland.” The Augusta 
Chronicle deprecates his action and says the 
South will join hands with the West for an 
elastic financial policy, which must mean 
one that will permit the fluctuations of value 
that were referred to in the platform as high- 
ly desirable to avoid. The Americus Times- 
Recorder says the President has thrown down 
the gauntlet, and Congress might now as well 
adjourn and take an appeal to the people on 
the silver question. The Baltimore American 
characterizes as a bold, open, flagrant, and 
disgraceful violation and disregard of 
law the President's disavowal of the 
policy outlined by Secretary Carlisle, to 
pay the Treasury notes in silver coin when 
presented for redemption. The St. Louis 
Republic sneers at the big banking and trad- 
ing houses of the seaport towns as understand- 
ing aothing except trade with England, avers 
the belief that the approval of the Bland bill 
would not have disturbed the standard of pay- 
ment or the public faith in the preservation of 
the parity, and says the movement now will 
go on with new energy to restore a gold and 
silver currency (as if we have not that al- 
rendy). The Richmond Times concedes the 
possibility of a split in the party, but stands 
almost alone in stating that in such a case it 
will be found with Mr. Cleveland, and not 
with our members of Congress who break 
with him.“ The Times adde that it is going 
to stand on the everlasting Democratic 
principle of sound money and protection to all 
property rights.“ So at least there is one 
authority in the party which does not hold 
true Democracy to consist in preaching that 
to stamp the legend this is a dollar on a 
piece of pasteboard worth nothing, or a piecé 
of ailver worth only 46 cents, is to make it 
worth a dollar. 

The Sou.hern papers which blame the Presi- 
dent for his veto of the Bland bill talk of the 
‘necessity’? of getting money in sufficient 
quantities to vitalize business and “give 
products the highest possible value.“ They 
do not stop to consider that to get higher 
values simply by a debasement of the cur- 
rency unit would no more add to the pros- 
perity of the people than would the passing of 


a law to make the acre only half its present 


area add to the size of their farms by doub- 
ling the number of units in which the areas of 
those farms were stated. It would almost 
deem as if the editors of those papers sigh for 
a return ol the good old times when in the 
Southern Confederacy a pair of boots sold for 
$20,000 and the seller of the boots had to 
spend the $20,000 in the purchase of a mod- 
erate quantity of food for himself and family. 
Fortunately. for them and the rest of the péo- 
ple Grover Cleveland does not wish to have 
his administration held responsible by the 
writers of history for haying brought about a 
return of those conditions.

NEW CRIMINAL COURT NEARLY READY. 


Thrée Court-Room: «nd Offices for Officials 
Are About Completed. 

Three court-rooms, the Coroner’s offices, 
the State’s-Attorney and Assistant State’s- 
Attorney’s offices, and some’of the offices of 
the Clerk of the Criminal 
Criminal Court Building will be ready for 
occupancy May 1. A number of jury-rooms 
and reception-rooms for witnesses. and others 
will also be ready for use. Two temporary. 
court-rooms are now being put in shape on 
the first floor. One is in the southeast corner 
and the other in the southwest. Another, 
which will be permanent, is being fitted up 
with temporary fixtures on the second floor. 
This room is on the southeast: corner of the 
building looking out upon Dearborn. avenue 
and Michigan street. 

“It is probable these rooms will be occu- 
pied before May 1.“ said H. F. Mahler, watch- 
man. Judges sitting on the South Side are 
anxious to get out of the crumbling County 
Building, and those who have been holding 
court in other buildings are also impatient to 
get permanently located. When the three 
rooms are ready in the new building five 
Judges will sit on the North Side.” | 

The cuntracts with those engaged in finish- 
ing the interior of the new Criminal Court 
Building require that the work be completed 
by Nov. 1 next, but it is not expected ail the 
rooms will be ready for occupancy. within 
iess than a year from the present time.

PAINTERS ON STRIKE. 


FOUR THOUSAND MEN OUT OF WoRK | 9:

Kindred Trades Will Probably Join Hands 
with the Dissatisfied Men and Much 
Trouble Is Likely to Resultebighfeen 

. Hendred Plumbers Are Out=They 
Formulate an Agreement for 
‘Basses, but the Latter Retuse to Sign 
the Provisions Therein. 


Four thousand painters and paperhangers 
will be out of work in Chicago this morning. 
The painters struck yesterday. In the shops 
of George D. Milligun 140 men went out; J. 
J. Reilley’s shops, No. 2030 Wabash avenue, 
80 men; Alfred Barker, West Madison street, 
100 men. The bosses decided to meet this 
method of partial wurfare by a general 
lockout, Which will take place this morning. 
This will probably draw in kindred trades 
and the outlook is that it may develop into a 
general tie-up of al! the building trades of the 
city. As was predicted yesterday the painters 
employed by the! three firms named quit work 
yesterday. Milligan's men were at work on 
the Illinois Training School, New York Life, 
Old Colony, V. M. C. A., Teutonic, and Cal- 
umet Buildings. Barker's painters were at 
work on the Security and Tudor flat build- 
ings. It was announced that the employés of 


Nesbett would strike this morning. He has 


the contract for the Stock Exchange and the 
Champlain Buildings. 

The strike promises to be the greatest in 
the building trades in the history of Chicago, 
for the reasons given in the following inter- 
view with George D. Milligan: 

The warfare opened on us today,” he shid, 
is of the guerrilla nature and we decide to 
meet it by a general shut down or lockout. 
We do uot want to cut wages. We are pay- 
ing the same as formerly, 30 cents an hour as 
a minimum rate. There is no maximum 
rate. The skill of the workman determines 
that. The paperhangers go with the painters. 
A clause providing for their wages is in the 
painters’ contract. The price, we are pay- 
ing is all the present market justifies. 
Our fight will be made through the avenues 
of the Central Building League, organized 
last May. it consists of delegates from each 
of the employers’ organizations of the build- 
ing trades. We have never brought it into 
action here yet. We will now try it and the 
outlook is that this strike, which will throw 
4.000 men out of work in the a samc will

The Crane Bros. striker. at their daily 
meeting at Bricklayers’ Hall yesterday after- 
noon came near breaking up in a riot. 
Among contributions g ven the strikers was a 
$20 bili sent by Jacob Horn, Republican 
candidate for West Town Collector. When 
this was announced the tough Democrats in 
the hali raised a howl of protest, claiming 
Horn was notan employer of union labor. 
This was resented Dy the Republicans, and 
every body howled simultaneous.y. Finally the 
Chairman secured order and announced that 
Al Hofmann, Democratic candidate for West 
Town Coilector. had contributed twenty kegs 
of beer for the dance’ of the strikers to be 
given at Battery D April 21. The wordy war 
over the two contributions threatened to re- 
sult in blows and the Chairman adjourned the 
meeting.

NORTHERN PACIFIC FIGHT RENEWED. 


New Move Made to Bring About the Dis- 
charge of Receivers. 7 

Mauwavexe, Wis., April 2.— [Special. — 
The Brayton-Ives faction today made a new 
move on the Northern Pacific chess board 
which may bring about what it desires—the 
discharge of the recejvers. Today was the last 
day allowed the stockholders of the Northern 
Pacific to file an answer to the foreclosure 
suit of the bondholders which was begun Oct. 
16, 1893. ‘Instead of filing an auswer the 
Northern Pacific railroad company filed a de- 
murrer to the complaint in the foreclosure 
suit of the Farmers’ Loan and Trust com- 
pany. Allof the allegations of default on 
interest of the bill of complaint 
are denied and the demurrer continues, De- 
murrer shows that said bill doth not allege 
and show any such demand for and default in 
payment of interest or sinking fund due or 
payable by this detendant.to the complainant 
or to the holders of bonds or coupons secured 
by either of the second general, third general, 
or consolidated mortgage, nor that any such 
demand made upon cOmplainant as doth en- 
title the said complainant to the relief prayed 
for by it.“ 

John F. Harper. the Milwaukee attorney of 
the Bruyton- Ives faction, filed the papers. He 
refuses to state on what grounds the demurrer 
is based except to say that it is purely a ques- 
tion of law and that to be any more explicit 
would betray his case. He cannot deny that 
the Northern Pacific railway company did not 
pay the interest on its bonds last June, but 

e says that there is grave question whether 
that was a legal default. Mr. Harper says: 
If the ecurt sustains the demurrer it means 
that the Northern Pacific will be taken out of 
the hands of the receivers, as it will remove 
the grounds on which the receivership was es- 
tablished,”’ 

This means another hot fight between the 
Northern Pacific and the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust company, in which more sensational 
Northern Pacific deals are apt to come to the 
surface. The demurrer simply raises a tech- 
nicality, but the Northern Pacific company, 
according to Attorney Harper, has other mat- 
ters which will be brougnt in and which can- 
not be made public now. | 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 2.— An agree. 
ment has been reached by the Philadelphia 
and New York bondholders’ *ommittees of 
the Chicago and Northern Pacific raiirdéad, 
under which a consolidation of interests will 
be effected. Bondhoiders affiliated with the 
Philadelphia committee will be exempt from 
the penaity of $10 per bond, which will be 
imposed by the New York committee after 
April. Itis stated that large foreign inter- 
ests, which have so far held out, have agreed 
to deposit with the New York committee, and 
a program of action favorable to all interests 
is believed to have been jointly arrived at. 
The consolidation is expected to bring to the 
Philadelphia committee between $5.000,000 
and $6,000,000 of the bonds. This will 
leave Mr. Rockefeller, who holds personally 
$5,000,000 of the securities, the only large 
outstanding interest.
